While I was at NMO (US Coast Guard Radio Honolulu) xthisx 

was what was used exclusively (I'd forgotten the number). A solid 
state boatanchor (!) - digital readout to 100 Hz (this was in 
1978 recall), 50 kc to 30 Mc coverage through either spinning 

the dial or setting the 1 and 10 Mc digits. 


Let's count how many of these we had: The 500 kc MF CW position 
had two of them (the top one was locked to 500.0), HF CW had 

8 of them, the Chief's console had two, Voice Distress had 4 with 
one locked on 2182.0 kc (MF SSB calling and distress), air-to- 
ground had 4, HF Voice and RTTY position had 4, Fleet Broadcast 
had 2. That's a total of 26. Oops, forgot the ET's had a bunch 

in the back room with the crypto gear. 


If you figure that each of the radio stations had that many, plus 
the smaller boat stations each had at least one, that might explain 
why the Coast Guard chose Air Force shirts and Marine Corps pants 
as its uniform (no money left in the budget!)

Drake T4X-C $250 


Motorola HF amplifier $500 
This looked very clean. Covered 2-25 MHz. It did appear 
to be for single channel commercial use. Had 3 4CX400s 
(or 4CX???). With PS in Motorola cabinet. 


There were other items that I didn't check prices on: HQ-100, 
SB-401, SB-301, HW-101 ($255 I think), 


Overall, not very big on hollow-state stuff. But there is always more 


than I need at any hamfest. There are at least 4-5 things on this list that 
would have gone home with me if my apartment wasn't already full of future 
projects.
